Harold ‘Bromley, the Tacoma 
aviator who has miade several 
false starts in an effort to fly 
the Pacific, is planning another 
attempt,, [t .was revealed last 
Wednesday when the aviation 
bureau: granted him a‘perniit to 
land in Japanese terzitory. 

Bromley, it,was revealed, is 
planning a non-stop flight along 
from Seaftle to Japan, starting 
in Seattle’ on May 20 or there- 
efter. 

He_ prdposes to use a Lock- 
head-Bakér monoplane whick he 
believes will carry enough fvel to 
take him the entire distance 
against possible adverse winds, 

Bromley, ‘whose efforts to fly 
the Pacific have been. trailed by 
hard luck for three years, appar- 
ently does not intend to give up, 
but will try to redeem himself 
for the many false starts. 

Bromley first proposed to fly 
the Facific in 1929, flying alone. 
His first plane was smashed and 
burned at Tacoma when he was 
‘attempting to take off with: too 
heavy a fuel load. His.second 
plane was wrecked by a test pilot 
just as it was being prepared for 
the flight. . 

The aviator had to give ‘up hia 
attempts to fy the Pacific in 
1929; but resumed them in 1980. 
This time he had a plane made 
for two persons, and teamed up 
with Frank Gatty, the navigator 
who completed. the sensational
